ruling Lords in an over-ruling ſence, is & thing that ſtands neither with Reaſon, 
Law, Juſtice, nor Chriſtianity. Dam me, I think I am Lawfully Elected, and 
have as good qualities as inother, and therefore may claim, have, and make uſe 
of any Priviledge of Parliament , cither- in relation to my Perſon, Quality, or 
Eſtate.

Ram me, 
6 Sink, me and Dam 'me3 it were a good deed to. give over, and leave them to 
themſelves, and: then we ſhould have a Kingdome well Govem'd. Dam me, I 
am out of breath, and therefore will conclude my Speech.
